his term. 
Tears filled the ey es of some of 
his 
aides at 
the tension-pack ed 
cabinet meeting as the gov ernor 
made his long-heralded annou nce­ 
ment. Mrs. My rtle DiSalle, wife of 
Ohio’s first fo ur y ear-term gov er­ 
nor, sat immediately behind her 
hu sband as he annou nced his de­ 
cision. 
“ This means that I will continu e 
to fight, bu t not as a candidate for 
gov ernor,” 
DiSalle told 
a 
jam- 
p a cked cabinet session 
Twenty * nine cabinet m em bers 
and aides crowded arou nd the Umg 
table in the Statehou se reception 
room. Abou t 30 chairs in the room 
were filled and telev ision and news 
cam eras grou nd away . 
DiSalle said he wanted to mak e 
his declaration at a cabinet m eet­ 
ing becau se he had promised di­ 
rectors to giv e them ample w arn­ 
ing of his plans. 
“ This decision is not 
an easy ' 
one. I ha v e debated this back and 
forth, try ing to ov ercome ev ery -

thing ex cept what is best for the 
state of Ohio. 
“ lf my decision is not to ru n, 1 
som e will say I am getting fru s­ 
trated: others will say I’m afraid 
of being defeated.

DiSalle asserted he nev er has 
su bscribed to the theory of the in­ 
dispensable man. “ The fight has 
to go on.” he said. “ We can ap­ 
peal and not to emotion. I hope to 
send Ohio along the road of a 
modem civ ilization. All of this is 
possible.

Navigation, Flood 


Control W o r k Ahead 


CINCINNATI (A P) — Things on 
the Ohio River will be a lot dif­ 
ferent in the next 20 y ears or so. 
Brig. 
Gen. 
Jackson 
G raham of 
tho U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
says. 


Cen. Graham , division engineer 
of the Corps’ Ohio River Division, 
told the Ohio Valley Improvement 
Association’s 
a n n u a l 
meeting 
Wednesday that while the nation’s 
need for water will almost double 
by 
1980, the Ohio V alley’s need 
will increase at a much greater 
pace. 


To meet these needs, Gen. G ra ­ 
ham said, requires planning “ not 
o a k for navigation and flood con 
trol, 
but 
also 
for 
hydroelectric 
power, 
water 
supply, 
irrigation, 
pollution abatement, flow regula­ 
tion, recreation, fish and wildlife 
and other water uses and prob 
lcm s.” 


The basis for present work and 
planning is the system of 46 low 
lift locks and d a m s dedicate in 
1929. plus the program outlined in 
the 1938 Flood Control Act. Gen. 
Graham said 38 reservoirs and 57 
local 
flrxxl 
protection 
projects 
have been completed, while work 
is underway on many others. 


Describing the results of the so­ 
far completed works, he said: 
“ The 
Ohio 
and 
its 
navigable 
tributaries annually carry about 
105 
million tons of traffic. The 
reservoirs, having served an a v ­ 
era ce life of only 15 years, have 
fa r more than repaid their $452 
million cost in prevention of flood 
d a m a g es and have provided a $200 
million bonus in term s of water 
supply, power, flow regulation and 
recreation. 
’ The flow - regulation resulting 
from reservoirs completed and un­ 
der construction would more than 
double the minimum flow of the 
Ohio here at Cincinnati upon re­ 
currence of a dought like that in 
the 1930’s. 
“ The local flood protection proj­ 
ects, with 12 y ears average serv ­ 
ice. have practically repaid their 
cost of $189 rn ill ion.’ * 
This system of locks and d am s 
is being replaced by one consist­ 
in'? of 19 ‘ 'river la k e s’’ along t h e 
981 
miles of the 
Ohio between 
Pittsburgh and Cairo, RF, the gen­ 
eral explained. So far. one new 
dam h as been completed — The 
New 
Cumberland, 
below 
P itts­ 
burgh. 
Gen Graham said two d a m s will 
be finished soon — The Greenup 
D am between Portsmouth, Ohio, 
and Ashland. K>\, and the McAl- 
pine Dam at louisville. Seven old 
d a m s h a \e been demolished, he 
added. 
Besides the strictly economic a s ­ 
pects of using the Ohio, the Corps 
of Engineers is also paying a t­ 
tention to the steadily increasing 
use of reservoirs for recreation, 
the genera! said. 
According to Gen. G raham , the 
record $150 million appropriations 
fur the Ohio Basin {err fiscal 1962 
will enable the engineers to make 
further progress in developing and 
treating “ our water lifelines” than 
ever before.

Inflation and Highways 


Although the interstate highway pro­ 
g ra m isn't a m ajor factor in the need to 
stabilize the purchasing power of the dol­ 
lar, completion of that system certainly 
would be disrupted badly if buying pow­ 
er went considerably below construction 
schedules. 
The 41.000 - mile interstate system has 
a completion goal in 1972. More than one- 
fourth of it has been completed at an out­ 
lay of SII billion. Estimated cost has 
been revised upward several times. It 
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currently stands at $41 billion. Expend­ 
itures of $2.2 have been authorized for the 
current fiscal year. Thereafter spending 
will rise gradually to $.‘1 billion by 1968 and 
remain at that level until the system is 
completed. 
But appreciable inflation would throw 
*>iat schedule completely out of kilter. The 
alternatives would be higher taxation or 
extension of the completion date by many 
years.

Dr. Gc*>rg 
von Bekesy, Hungarian-born ear 
specialist 
now 
working

Unite*! States. 
The prize 
amounts 
to 250.200 
Swedish crowns—$48,300. 
Von 
Bekesy, now 
working at 
Harvard University lr Cambridge, 
Mass., was awarded the prize for 
“ his discoveries concerning 
the 
physical mechanisms of stimula­ 
tion within the cochlea,” said the 
official citation from the aw ard­ 
ing body. The cochlea is a divi­ 
sion of the labyrinth of the ear. 
Toe award—first of this year's 
series of Nobel prizes—was given 
after a three-hour session of the 
Board of Professors at the Royal 
Caroline Institute, 
which makes 
the choice. 
Von Bekesy started his career 
in Hungary as an engineer spe­ 
cializing in communication tech­ 
nique's and went on to physiologi­ 
cal 
acoustics. 
Research 
in this 
field ultimately became his main 
interest and by the end of the 
1920s he had made the discovery 
for which he* now receives the 
Nobel Prize 
At the end of the war he moved 
to Sloekholin and from there to 
Harvard. 
From a technical point of view 
Von Bekesy 62. st* out to prove 
his theories rn a series of rem a rk ­ 
able experiments, among otners 
on the ('ar of a corpse.

Another GAO report Wednesday 
said improper wiring of a calcu­ 
lating machine had led the Army 
in Europe to order $7.4 million 
worth of material it didn’t need. 
In today’s report, GAO account­ 
ants said the depot in Japan last 
year had “ discovered” unrecord­ 
ed material valued at $58 million 
in making its “ first complete in­ 
ventory ever taken” of military 
aid stocks. Meanwhile, 
the GAO 
said, 
additional 
supplies of the 
ordnance equipment had been or­ 
dered. The alleged error was at­ 
tribute 
by 
the 
GAO 
to 
depot 
officials. 
Their electronic calculating m a­ 
chine 
servants, 
however, 
were 
held 
accountable 
for 
errors 
in 
simple arithmetic that added to 
w'hat the GAO called a vast over 
supply of items at the depot and 
to the cost of foreign aid. 
In one instance a machine was 
supposed to record the issue of 
46 items, not specified in the re ­ 
port. But the machine reported 
the issue of 111,146. In another 
verified instance, the GAO said, 
the machine recorded the issue of 
111,129 items to foreign countries, 
when the actual num ber was only 
29. The GAO said replacements 
for the items, which were never 
issued anyway, were ordered at 
a cost of $177,990. 
The GAO reported that this ex­ 
cessive accumulation of stocks in 
some places had been accom pa­ 
nied by shortages elsewhere, hurt­ 
ing the military aid program.

THE SUBJ ECT matter in to­ 
day 's lesson is taken from two 
of the letters Paul wrote dur­ 
ing his first imprisonment In 
Rome, about 64 A.D. The first 
is to the Christians In Philippi, 
a g roup which on the whole 
made Paul v ery happy in their 
relig ious g rowth. 
They were a zealous g roup, 
full of v ig or and ferv or. How­ 
ev er, this v ery energ y present­ 
ed a problem which it quite 
often presents—dissention. The 
g roup which alway s presents a 
sta te of calm and unity is liable 
to be a dead one; the energ y 
of conv iction la essential for 
g rowth. 
Howev er, as Paul 
reminds 
the Philippians, differences of 
opinion, thoug h healthy , should 
be ov erlaid with an attitude of 
Christian 
lov e. This lov e 
Is 
rooted in humility . 
It is the realization that, a l­ 
thoug h y ou uphold y our beliefs 
as rig ht, they do not make y ou 


ed; their old selv es hav e died 
and they hav e been reborn in 
God. 
They hav e only to embrace 
the blessing s already conferred 
on them, to "seek the thing s 
which are abov e" Instead of 
earthly v alues. (Verses 1-4). 
They must therefore "put to 
death" earthly sins, both of the 
flesh (v erses 5-7 ) and of the 
spirit (v erses 8 -9 ), Dr. Wilbur 
Smith tells u* (in “ Peloubet's 
Select Notes,” p. 352) that in 
almost all of his letters Paul 
includes a list of sins common 
to man; tallied up, they total 
more than 50. 
The licentiousness and cov et­ 
ousness mentioned in v erses 5-7 
are forms of wicked lov e, ac­ 
cording to Alex ander Maclaren 
("Peloubet’s,” p. 352); In 8 and 
9 are listed some forms of wick­ 
ed hate. The former often turn 
into the latter, as “ malice is ev il 
desire 
iced,” 
and "lust ev er 
passes into cruelty .”

TH E SUBJECT m atter in to­ 
day’s lesson is taken from two 
of the letters Paul wrote dur­ 
ing his first imprisonm ent in 
Rome, about 64 A.D. The first 
is to the C hristians in Philippi, 
a group which on the whole 
m ade Paul very happy in their 
religious growth. 
They were a zealous group, 
full of vigor and fervor. How­ 
ever, this very energy' present­ 
ed a problem w'hich it quite 
often presents—dissention. The 
group which always presents a 
etate of calm and unity is liable 
to be a dead one; the energy 
of conviction is essential for 
growth. 
Howrever, as Paul reminds 
th e Philippians, differences of 
opinion, though healthy, should 
be overlaid W'ith an attitude of 
C hristian love. 
This 
love 
is 
rooted in humility. 
It is the realization that, a l­ 
though you uphold your beliefs 
as right, they do not m ake you 


ed; their old selves have died 
and they have been reborn la 
God. 
They have only to embrace 
the blessings already conferred 
on them, to "seek the things 
which are above" instead of 
earthly values. (Verses 1-4). 
They m ust therefore "put to 
death" earthly sins, both of the 
flesh (verses 5-7) and of the 
spirit (verses 8-9). Dr. W ilbur 
Smith tells us (in "Peloubet’s 
Select Notes,” p. 352) th a t in 
alm ost all of his letters Paul 
includes a list of sins common 
to m an; tallied up, they total 
more than 50. 
The licentiousness and covet­ 
ousness mentioned in verses 5-7 
are form s of wicked love, ac­ 
cording to Alexander M aclaren 
("Peloubet’s " p. 352); in 8 and 
9 are listed some form s of wick­ 
ed hate. The form er often turn 
into the latter, as "malice is evil 
desire iced," 
and "lust ever 
passes into cruelty."

NEW YORK (A P)— L utherans 
and P resbyterians of A m erica, in 
a historic move, today set out to 
discover how closely—or far apaid 
—they now stand on m atters of 
doctrine. 
It is the first such step of its 
scope, involving a score of denom- j 
inations 
in 
these 
two 
main 
branches of Christianity that grew j 
out of the Protestant Reform ation, j 
Their leaders will engage in a 
long-range series of talks on his­ 
torical theological differences and 
to what extent the differences still 
exist. 
The discussions 
are 
not, 
however, aim ed at m erger, it was 
said. 
The Rev. Dr. Jam es I. McCord, 
president of Princeton Theological 
Sem inary — Presbyterian — and 
the Rev. D r. Paul C. Em pie, ex­ 
ecutive director of the National 
Lutheran 
Council, 
said 
in 
an­ 
nouncing the project: “ These con­ 
versations are to be purely theo­ 
logical to discover to what extent 
differences 
which 
have 
divided 
these com m unions in the past still 
constitute obstacles to m utual un­ 
derstanding.” 
There are more than 72 million 
L utherans in the world and 45 
million 
Presbyterian 
and 
Re­ 
form ed believers. 
In the A m erican talks, rep re­ 
sentatives of at 
least 
a 
dozen 


Presbyterian bodies, with 6.5 m il­ 
lion m em bers, and of seven Lu­ 
theran 
bodies, 
with 8.5 
million 
m em bers—a total of 15 million 
Christians—will take part. 
Both traditions 
stem m ed from 
the 16th century Protestant break 
from Rome. 
Lutherans sprang from the lead­ 
ership of Germ an reform er M ar­ 
tin Luther, while the P resbyteri­ 
an Reformed cam p arose through 
influence of Swiss reform ers John 
Calvin and Ulrich Zwingli in tho 
sam e period.
